No. T. 11022 /2J/81-CCD.—' The Government of India 
consider that a stage has arrived when it should be possible 
to evolve a strategy for undertaking an eradication pro- 
gramme for leprosy in the next 20 years. For this purpose, 
it has been decided to set up a Working Group to formulate 
an appropriate strategy for the purpose, taking advantage of 
the recent advances in the chemotherapy of leprosy, the ex- 
tended reach o£ mass media, the promise of recent medical 
research and other relevant factors. 
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2. The composition of the Working Group shall be as 
given in Annexure to this Resolution. The Chairman of the 
Working Group will have the authority to co-opt other scien- 
tists /leprologists /social workers engaged in the field of 
leprosy relief and rehabilitation, as considered neessary. 

3. The terms of reference of the Working Group shall be 
as under : — 

I. In working out the strategy and recommending a time- 
bound action programme, the Working Group will focus, 
among other things, on the following aspects : — 

(a) Chemotherapy including indigenous production of 
anti-leprosy drugs; 

(b) Sociological dimensions; 

(o) Legal Aspects; 

(d) Delivery system; 

(e) Role of the voluntary sector; 

(f) Health Education; 

(g) Medical Education and Medical Research; and 

(h) Rehabilitation. 

II. The main thrust of the Action Programme should be 
to reduce the reservoir of infection in the community in the 
shortest possible time, 

TIT . The Working Group will submit its Report to the 
Government in three months. 

4. TA/DA to official Members of the Working Group will 
be admissible in accordance with their entitlement under the 
normal rules. TA/DA to non-official Members of the Work- 
ing Group will be admissible in accordance with SR-190 and 
orders issued by the Government of India thereunder, as 
quoted in Appendix X to FR/SR, Parts I & II and the de- 
cision of the Government regarding mode of travel separa- 
tely conveyed to the Chairman of the Working Group.

(i) to plan, review and supervise the implementation 
of the programmes connected with the activities for 
the welfare of children in the post — TYC years; 

fii) to coordinate and integrate the efforts made by 
different governmental and private agencies engaged 
in implementing programmes for the welfare of 
children; 

(iii) to periodically review the progress made in the 
different programmes; 

(iv) to locate gaps in the existing services and suggest 
measures to eliminate such gaps; 

(v) to suggest, from time to time, any changes needed 
in the priorities accorded to the different 
programmes; 

(vi) to act as a high-powered national body to symbo- 
lize the commitment of the nation to the work of 
welfare of children. 

5. The Board shall have a Standing Committee of the

6. The term of office of the non-official members on the - 
Board and on the Standing Committee of the Board will be 
two years. 

7. A unit in the Ministry of Social Welfare will form the 

Secretariat of the Board and the Standing Committee of the

8. The Board shall ordinarily meet once a year and the 
Standing Committee twice a year. 

9. The non-official members of the Board and the Stand- 
ing Committee will be eligible for T.A. and D.A as provided 
under rules,
